NEWS OR NOT 


Sex Control in Rabbits 


The September 25 number of Hoard’s 
Dairyman leads off with an article en- 
titled “Sex control may come in cattle!” 
by Dr. H. A. Herman, who reports on 
experiments in progress at Michigan 
State University under the direction of 
Dr. Manuel Gordon, formerly of the Uni- 
versity of California. 

Extending the work of European stu- 
dents who had found that passing an elec- 
tric current chrough semen caused some 
of the sperm to move to the positive pole. 
or anode, and others to the negative pole, 
or cathode, Dr. Gordon suspended rabbit 
semen in a salt solution, and through elec- 
trophoresis and _ artificial insemination 
obtained results which caused him to con- 
clude that the separation induced by an 
electric current is largely on the basis 
of sex. 

“In 167 trials with rabbits, Dr. Gordon’s 
studies resulted in the desired, or pre- 
determined, sex being obtained 68 per 
cent of the time. There wese 62 ‘successes’ 
in 87 trials, or 71.3 per cent, for females; 
and 51 ‘successes’ in 80 trials, or 63.7 per 
cent, for males. 

“Seven out of 31 litters of rabbits were 
all of one sex. ‘This,’ Dr. Gordon says, 
‘indicates that when electrophoresis works. 
it works well; when it does not, we get 
the usual approximate 1:1 sex ratio.’ ” 

Dr. Gordon’s work is of interest to cattle 
breeders, who depend largely upon. arti- 
ficial insemination. At the moment, since 
the rules of The Jockey Club forbid arti- 
ficial insemination, it holds only academic 
interest for Thoroughbred breeders. How- 
ever, if later experiments verify the effec- 
tiveness of electrophoresis in sex determ- 
ination, it may become a potential means 
of “crop control,” since the number of 
foals depends upon the number of females 
available for breeding. 


The Hertz Foundation 


When John Daniel Hertz appeared as 
the Thoroughbred Club’s guest of honor 
last October he stated the theme of his 
talk quite simply: “I want to express the 
great debt I owe to our beloved country, 
the United States of America. I only wish 
I could express my feelings in words.” 
He went on to convey his feeling in most 
effective words. 

Last week the news came from New 
York that Mr. Hertz was expressing in 
different fashion his gratitude to a land 
which “has fulfilled the dreams of hu- 
manity.” He was setting up a multi-mil- 
lion dollar fund concerning which the 
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trustees of the new Hertz Educational 
Foundation said: 

“Tt is his desire to finance the training 
of engineers—mechanical and electrical— 
toward the defense of the United States 
against the present Russian Communist 
regime or any other potential enemy who 
might threaten this country’s security.” 


Trustees of the fund, headed by Floyd 
B. Odlum, president of the Atlas Corpor- 
aiton, made no announcement of the size 
of the gift already allocated, but they 
estimated that more than 100 students a 
year would he benefited, and said that 
further shares of the fortune would accrue 
to the foundation after the deaths of Mr. 
and Mrs. Hertz and their 3 children. 


The trustees were left free to “use their 
own good judgment as to how the scholar- 
ships may be applied, and at what stage 
of education the application of these funds 
would be most useful, whether high school 
or college, or both, and whether the 
monies should be extended to sustenance 
as well as to their education.” One char- 
acteristic stipulation was made: there was 
to be no discrimination with respect to 
race, religion, or sex. 


Loquacity, Sagacity, Tenacity... 


About 4 years ago Fernando Eleta, a 
young Panamanian industrialist and radio 
executive, sent to the U. S. for help in 
connection with race horse husbandy at 
Haras San Miguel, which he and_ his 
brother operate. He engaged the tempor- 
ary services of Dr. William E. Eggert, of 
Culpeper, Va., on the suggestion of the 
editor of The Blood-Horse, who assured 
him that Dr. Eggert, if he saw room for 
improvement, would not be reticent in 
making suggestions. The first upshot of 
the veterinarian’s visit was an Eleta horse 
named Loquacious Bill. 

Not many outsiders would consider Pan- 
ama’s soil and climate especially favorable 
for breeding and growing race horses. But 
Fernando Eleta for years has been study- 
ing soil improvement, pasture manage- 
ment, parasitology, and nutrition in a de- 
termined effort to improve the San Miguel 
productos. He has even assembled data 
for calculating the average-earnings index 
for all sires and dams represented by 
runners in Panama in the 1950-56 period. 

The results of his study and work are 
beginning to appear on the race course. 
He has a 2-year-old filly named Janina, 
by *Royal Charger’s son Key Heaven, 
which has won 10 races in succession. The 
San Miguel horses, he reports, have won 
35 of the 51 races in which they have 
started this year.

KENTUCKY 
"| Knew This Would Happen" 


Last year the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission licensed a half-mile track at 
the Fairgrounds in Louisville. This year 
2 other small tracks, Audubon Park at 
Henderson and Kentucky Raceways at 
Florence, were given permits. 

Several newspapermen and_ horsemen 
criticized the commission’s action, claim- 
ing that the state already had enough 
racing and that racing would be difficult 
to supervise at the small tracks without 
good jockeys and film-patrol systems. The 
commission replied that the organizations 
met the requirements for a license and 
that there was no reason not to approve 
the applications. Last week Kentucky’s 
small-time circuit had an ominous first 
black mark. 

On September 17 the stewards at Ken- 
tucky Raceways, a converted 5-furlong 
trotting track on a gravel lane near Flor- 
ence, announced that 2 jockeys had been 
suspended for participation in a_ fixed 
race. The stewards recommended to the 
commission that the licenses of both jock- 
eys be revoked. 

The race for which the jockeys were 
ruled off was the ninth race on Saturday, 
September 14. According to confessions 
signed by George Steineman, 27, and 
James Ring, 19, it was arranged for 
Steineman and Ring to pull their mounts 
to allow Blinda, a 7-5 favorite, to win. 
The fix was unsuccessful, Steineman win- 
ning aboard Angelita T., an 8-1 shot. Ring 
finished fourth on a 12-1 outsider, and 
Blinda was third. 

Steward Lewis Finley, admitting that it 
appeared implausible that any gambler 
attempting to fix a race would bribe only 
the riders of the fourth and fifth choices, 
said, “We have some leads we’re working 
on. As soon as we get something more 
definite, our findings will be made pub- 
lic.” 

Steineman left Florence immediately 
after the stewards’ hearing, and it has 
been impossible to locate him. Ring, who 
lives in Covington with his mother, repu- 
diated his confession on September 18. “I 
thought I was under arrest,” Ring said, 
“and the Pinkerton men said they would 
let me go if I would sign the confession. 
so I signed. I don’t know what was in 
the confession.” 

According to Steineman’s confession, 
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which corroborated the one signed by 
Ring, he was approached by Ring during 
the week of September 9-14 with a propo- 
sition that he pull a horse for $100. It 
was agreed on September 13 that the fix 
would be on the ninth race the following 
day, and Steineman said Ring paid him 
$100 while they were walking back to the 
jockeys’ room the afternoon of Septem- 
ber 14. 

Steineman said that on Sunday night, 
September 15, Ring came to his trailer, 
which was parked in a court on U. S. 
Highway 25 between Florence and Wal- 
ton, and asked him to come to Union, Ky.. 
to meet “Jim”, who had arranged the fix. 
They met Jim on a deserted road a short 
distance outside of Union, and Jim and 
another man attacked Steineman and beat 
him up. 

It was Steineman’s appearance at the 
track on Monday which caused the stew- 
ards to begin their investigation. His eyes 
were black, his face swollen, and he had a 
long gash which required 15 stitches to 
close. 

Ring’s account, as given Saturday, Sep- 
tember 21, to Kent Hollingsworth. of the 
Lexington Leader, and Dan M. Bowmar 
Ill. of the Blood-Horse: 

On Tuesday, September 10, after his 
final mount of the day in the fourth race, 
he dressed and went to the grandstand 
to watch the last 4 races. There he met a 
man who introduced himself as “Jim” and 
who asked if Ring would like to earn 
some money. When the man told him he 
wanted some horses pulled, Ring told him 
he was not interested and walked away. 

(Ring said he did not report the inci- 
dent to the stewards. He said that he 
had been approached twice at Hamilton. 
Ohio, with similar offers.) 

On Sunday night, September 15, Ring 
reported he got a phone call from Jim, 
who asked him if he would tell Steineman 
that Jim wanted to meet him on the road 
by the old post office at Union between 
midnight and 1 am. Ring drove to 
Steineman’s trailer court, waited until 
Steineman returned, and then drove 
Steineman and his wife to Union.

On the road outside of Union Ring 
stopped his car when another car flashed 
its lights. He and Steineman went to 
Jim’s car and got into the front seat with 
Jim, with Steineman in the middle. 

“Well, George, what happened?” Jim 
asked. Before Steineman could reply, Jim 
asked if he had $100. As Steineman 
reached for his wallet he was attacked 
by a man in the back seat. Ring said he 
jumped out and ran to his car. He and 
Mrs. Steineman drove back to Union, 
where Ring suggested that they get the 
police and return to Jim’s car. 

“No, that would only get him in trouble 
with the racing commission,” Mrs. Steine- 
man said (according to Ring). “I knew 
this would happen sooner or later if he 
kept fooling around with those kind of 
fellows.” 

Ring said they returned to the scene 
in about 15 minutes and found Steineman, 
badly beaten, on the side of the road. He 
asked Steineman if he wanted to be taken 
to a hospital, but the jockey said he only 
wanted to return home. Ring reported 
that Steineman said, “Don’t mention this 
to anybody at the track.” 


CALIFORNIA 
Strike Forces a Shutdown 


Tanforan race track, near San Fran- 
cisco, closed on September 24 after the 
Pari-Mutuel Employes Guild and the Fed- 
eration of California Racing Associations 
failed to agree on terms for a new con- 
tract. Fred Ryan, general manager of 
Tanforan and president of the federation, 
said the tracks had made their final offer, 
and that if the guild refused to accept 
the offer it would be necessary to call 
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Montaval, winner of the King George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot

off the remainder of the Tanforan meet- 
ing. which opened September 9 and was 
scheduled to continue until October 26. 

The old contract between the guild and 
the federation expired on Sunday, Septem- 
ber 22. The ticket sellers and cashiers 
worked on Monday, September 23, while 
negotiations were continuing, but an- 
nounced strike plans after the failure 
to reach agreement on Monday. 

Pari-mutuel employees at the California 
tracks receive an average daily wage of 
$31.10. The first union demand called for 
a 25 per cent wage increase this year and 
a 5 per cent increase each of the next 
2 years. This would have brought the 
daily average wage for a_ pari-mutuel 
worker up to $42 by 1969. 

The track’s first offer called for an in- 
crease of $3.20 per day over the next 3 
years. This proposal was rejected im- 
mediately. 

By September 23 both sides had given 
ground. The guild’s final proposal called 
for an immediate 7 per cent increase in 
wages, time and a half for all Saturdays. 
double time for all holidays, a health and 
welfare program, and a pension program. 
The federation offered a $3.50-a-day in- 
crease over the next 3 years, with the 
guild to decide how much of the increase 
was to be applied to pension funds and 
how much to salaries. 
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Neither side appeared ready to make 
any further concessions. Ryan said. “We 
have made our final offer, and there will 
not be any more racing at Tanforan until 
the guild accepts it.” 

A representative of the guild told the 
Daily Racing Form: 

“In a final effort to resolve the contro- 
versy the union’s negotiating committee 
offered to arbitrate all of the matters in 
the dispute, with the arbitration decision 
to be final and binding upon all parties. 
The track federation spokesman flatly re- 
jected this arbitration proposal. It is 
clear that the tracks are not interested 
in the welfare of their employees or in pro- 
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tecting the public. By their arrogant 
refusal to arbitrate the tracks are giving 
the pari-mutuel employees no alternative 
whatsoever except to resort to their own 
economic strength.” 

Most horsemen at Tanforan reported 
that they would wait at the track in hope 
that a settlement would be reached with- 
in a few days. Their decision to sit tight 
was forced upon most of them by the an- 
nouncements that Pomona had no room for 
more horses and that Caliente was almost 
full. 

The fall trotting meeting at Hollywood 
Park, operated by the Western Harness 
Racing Association, also is in jeopardy. 
Pres Jenuine, general manager of the 
WHRA, released the following statement: 

“Due to the fact that 500 Eastern and 
Midwestern horses are racing at tracks 
still in operation, we do not feel we should 
ask them to ship to California, where 
racing might be doubtful. 

“We would be morally obligated to pay 
the express charges on approximately 40 
cars of horses. It will be necessary for 
us to notify these horsemen by September 
25 not to ship if there is a cessation of 
racing.” 

The meeting now operating at Pomona 
and the forthcoming fair session at Fresno 
are not affected by the strike. The guild 
has a contract with the fair tracks in the 
state. The demand for a new contract 
is restricted to Santa Anita Park, Holly- 
wood Park, Del Mar, Tanforan, Golden 
Gate Fields, and Bay Meadows. 


MICHIGAN 
Plater in the Mud 


Detroit. In the spirit of a Horatio Alger 
story, My Night Out, a Phalanx gelding 
which Louisville businessman D. H. Wells 
plucked out of rags at Churchill Downs 
barely a year ago, achieved riches in the 
$50.000-added Michigan Mile and a Six- 
teenth. 

Despite a muddy track, which chased 
away Swoon’s Son, and sudden downpours 
throughout the day, which kept away many 
fans, a crowd of 21,067 found its way to 
the Detroit Race Course for the ninth run- 
ning of the race. It was the second-largest 
gathering in the history of the state’s rich- 
est horse race. 

The race lost much of its glamour when 
Swoon’s Son shipped back to Chicago on 
the eve of its renewal. Trainer A. G. (Lex) 
Wilson, who thought he had found a soft 
touch, took one look at the mud and order- 
ed a van. He didn’t even enter E. Gay 
Drake’s big money-winner. That opened 
the gates for a big entry. Seventeen other 
horses’ names were dropped into the 
entry box, but 4 of these dropped out by 
post time. 

The lineup was 6 on the “home team” 
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and 7 invaders from Chicago, Canada and 
New Jersey. Detroiter T. A. Grissom’s 
entry of Shan Pac and Nonnie Jo was 
favored. Nonnie Jo, last year’s winner, was 
reputed as sharp as ever, while Shan Pac 
was probably the best 3-year-old at the 
track. The fans were not particularly im- 
pressed by the roster of visitors. *St. 
Amour II, *Festin, Ekaba, Grand Canyon, 
Cardinal Sin, Sam Slick, and Old Forge. 


*St. Amour II lost some of his appeal 
just before the race when jockey Conn 
McCreary, who flew in from New York to 
ride him, was injured in the paddock. Just 
as McCreary was being hoisted in the 
saddle, *St. Amour II reared up and flung 
the veteran against the side of the stall. 
McCreary was knocked out for 5 minutes. 
Examination showed that he had a dislo- 
cated shoulder. and he was sent to the 
hospital, while J. R. Gregory was pressed 
into service as a last-second replacement. 


At the finish *St. Amour II was fifth, 
but completely out of the running. He 
trailed the field of 13 for a quarter of a 
mile before starting to move. If the crowd 
had kept its eyes on the horse right in 
front of *St. Amour II, they would have 
been following the winner, for it was My 
Night Out. 


Few paid any real attention to him until 
the head of the stretch, where he loomed 
up on the outside. Until then it was Shan 
Pac setting the pace, with Ekaba making 
an occasional pass at him. The 2 3-year- 
olds took turns in front, with Pete’s Folly 
moving up to join them at the quarter- 
pole. Shan Pac cut sharply to the rail in 
the stretch, shutting off Pete’s Folly, but 
he was all through. Pete’s Folly pulled 
around and engaged Ekaba, while My 
Night Out rushed up on the outside. 


With an eighth of a mile to go, t 3 
were head-and-head. Ekaba weakeneer! «st, 
and then Pete’s Folly, as My Night Out 
drew ahead by a scant length under a vig- 
orous ride by veteran Earl Knapp. 

It was only the second race My Night 
Out had won in Detroit all summer, but 
it was worth $38,320, compared to the 
$24,220 the 4-year-old gelding had col- 
lected in 24 other starts. 

Owner Wells didn’t even come up from 
Louisville to watch My Night Out, but 
Sam B. David, who once trained the geld- 
ing for E. A. Bischoff, was in the stands. 
“And I thought I was lucky to get rid of 
that horse for $3,000!” David moaned. 
The Florida trainer recalled that he had 
lost the stretch-running gelding to Wells 
in a claiming race at Churchill Downs 
last November. 

Wells must have realized My Night 
Out’s potential after he claimed him, for 
when the gelding was claimed from him 
for $4,500 at Tropical Park, the Ken- 
tuckian paid $6,000 to get him back. My 
Night Out ran up a string of victories 
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Decathlon, jockey Dick Lawless up, returns to the winner’s circle after winning 
the Longport Handicap at Atlantic City. Winner was bred by Nuckols Brothers. 


before he moved permanently into allow- 
ance and handicap company. 

Last spring Wells turned him over to 
veteran Michigan trainer Ray Grundy for 
a Detroit campaign. Suddenly My Night 
Out’s luck ran out. He lost race after race 
on bad breaks. Usually he got a piece of 
the money, but mostly he broke in a 
tangle, ran into switches, just missed in 
a photo-finish, or had some other misfor- 
tune. 

Then, one week before the “Mile,” My 
Night Out got a new rider in a $10,000 
optional claiming race. Earl Knapp won 
impressively with him, by 4 lengths over 
a heavy track. That was the tip-off, but 
not many observers took it. My Night Out 
went to the post at odds of almost 12 to 
1. He was coupled in the mutuel field with 
Old Forge. The “Mile” turned out to be 
between the two “field” horses—My Night 
Out first and Old Forge last.

ILLINOIS 
Right the First Time 


Cuicaco. Paul Butler, Chicago social- 
ite, purchased his first race horse last 
August 7. It was the 5-year-old *Clermont, 
bred in Argentina. The price was $50,000. 
The next day *Clermont won a good al- 
lowance test over the grass at Washington 


Park. 


This wasn’t entirely beginner’s luck. 
*Clermont had annexed a 7-furlong allow- 
ance test at Arlington Park in his last 
previous race. Before that, in his Amer- 
ican debut, the foreigner ran a commend- 
able third to Dogoon at a mile. 

*Clermont took his first stakes by scor- 
ing a 36-1 upset in the Buckeye Handicap 
at Randall Park. The Argentinian made 
it a consecutive double by notching an 
easy victory in the muddy Illinois Owners 
Handicap at Hawthorne September 21. 

Although new to horse racing, Paul 
Butler has been associated with hunters, 
jumpers, and polo ponies for 25 of his 54 
years. His palatial Oak Brook Farm in 
suburban Hinsdale has been the site in 
recent years of such famed polo matches 
as the U. S. Open, the National Handicap, 
and the Spectator. Butler himself is a polo 
player, and so is his trainer, Del Carroll: 

There are 12 playing fields at Oak 
Brook and room for more than 400 polo 
ponies. Butler also breeds registered 
Herefords. Some are sold, others are sent 
to Butler’s Sun Ranch in Montana, where 
he has a herd of 1,200. 


Advice and Warning 


Butler’s family owns the Butler Paper 
Company, a long-established firm, and 
Butler Aviation. Chief business of the 
latter outfit is selling planes for corpora- 
tion use. 

It was 10 years ago that we first en- 
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countered Paul Butler. He happened to 
be among a group of Chicago newspaper 
people who went to William Helis’ farm 
at Jobstown, N. J., to select a yearling 
to be given in some sort of contest for 
Greek war relief. If memory serves, the 
yearling selected was a chestnut filly by 
*Rounders—Harp Weaver, by *Challen- 
ger II. Her racing name escapes us, but 
she ran for many years and rolled up 
many victories in ordinary company. (Bat 
Girl was the name; 131 starts, 20 wins. 


$44,295 through 1956.—Ed.) 


Also on that pilgrimage to Jobstown was 
an English girl named Daffney Collins. 
Daffney is still around. It was she who 
pursuaded Butler to buy *Clermont. 


“Daffney had been after me for some 
time to buy a race horse,” Butler ex- 
plained, “and she said this one looked 
good. I had sold a plane to Jimmy Jones. 
and gotten to know him a bit, so I asked 
him to look the horse over. He thought 
he was pretty good-looking, and looked 
strong, but ke said, ‘Paul, racing is a 
pretty tough game. You can’t always pick 
a winner.” This was during the Arling- 
ton meeting. Then Del (Carroll) and I 
went down to the Keeneland sales, and I 
got 2 fillies. When I returned to Chicago 
I resumed negotiations with the 2 Argen- 
tine fellows (Juan d’Agostino and Ste- 
phen Ballarini), and finally bought the 
horse. I never did find what the arrange- 
between d’Agostino and Ballarini was, 
and still don’t know if they were acting 
for themselves or somebody in Argentina. 
They brought several horses over to the 


Hunt-Country Trainer 


Trainer Del Carroll, 38, who walks as 
though he had attended military school 
(which he did), said he was impressed 
the first time he ever saw *Clermont. 
“That was the day Dogoon beat him. It 
was a very impressive race for a horse 
making his first start in this country.” 


The slim conditioner described *Cler- 
mont as “a good sturdy horse. He’s not 
big, but he’s well muscled. He’s a work- 
horse type. He’s very impressive in the 
morning—works hard when you ask him. 
He’s playful, but not mean, and he can 
run off the pace or on it.” 


Carroll’s instructions to Jockey Gilbert 
Roser in the Illinois Owners were to set 
the pace or stay close to it. “Ballarini 
said that’s how the horse likes to run in 
the mud,” Carroll explained. *Clermont, 
however, couldn’t get in position early in 
the 16-horse field and came from well out 
of it to win by 5 lengths. 


Carroll has been training horses for 10 
years. This has been his best year. His 
best success has been with the William S. 
Miller stable, which houses the 3-year-old 
colt Better Bee and the 2-year-old colt 
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Gen. WILLIAM YOUNG 
Arlington Park President 


Rellim S. W. Better Bee ran fourth in the 
Illinois Owners, and has been retired for 
the year. Rellim S. W., which placed in 
several stakes, including a second in the 
Arlington Futurity, developed a fever after 
that race and was taken out of training 
until Hialeah. 

As long ago as 1939 Carroll and Butler 
were polo rivals. Carroll, who now rides 
on one of the Oak Brook Farm teams. 
has been around horses all his life. having 
been reared in the hunting country 
around Westchester. Pa. He was such a 
good polo player that he won a partial 
scholarship to Pennsylvania Military Col- 
lege. Chester. Pa.. from which he was 
graduated in 1943.

The Control of Balmoral 


The battle of Balmoral (The Blood- 
Horse of September 21, page 689), con- 
tinued this week when a committee of 
Arlington and Washington Park directors 
issued a statement on charges that Ar- 
lington and Washington had obtained to 
gain control of Balmoral. 

Members of the committee were Gen. 
Williem T. Young. president of Arlington 
Park; Benjamin F. Lindheimer, director 
of Arlington Park and general manager 
of both tracks; Ralph L. Atlass. director, 
Arlington Park; Dudley F. Jessop. direc- 
tor, Washington Park: Donald McKellar. 
director, Arlington Park; and Daniel F. 
Rice, treasurer-director, Arlington Park. 
The statement said: 

“Tt became necessary for Arlington- 
Washington to purchase Balmoral stock 
when Russell Reineman (Balmoral presi- 
dent) and Hubert E. Howard (Balmoral 
board chairman) chose not to fulfill sub- 
scriptions of 12,500 shares each which 
they held. Banks were pressing for Bal- 
moral loans to be paid. 

“At the request of Reineman and How- 


ard, and with the knowledge and approval 
of the Balmoral board, Arlington-Wash- 
ington purchased this stock, thereby pro- 
viding enough cash for Balmoral to pay 
off its bank loans... 

“Paul Serdar. chairman of the Illinois 
Racing Board, is reported in the Chicago 
press as stating that he has been study- 
ing the Balmoral picture ‘since the Arling- 
ton Park meeting.” The Chicago Daily 
News of Saturday, September 14, added: 
‘Serdar has studied the case since April.’ 

“Never. during this entire period, had 
any request been made by Serdar of Ar- 
lington Park, Washington Park, or Lind- 
heimer for any facts, documents, or any 
other information pertaining to the pres- 
ent situation... 

“Arlington-Washington never have voted 
their stock shares contrary to Reineman’s 
wishes. 

“In a joint statement sent to the press 
on August 23, 1957, Reineman and Harry 
L. Nathenson of Balmoral charged that 
Arlington-Washington ‘now control Bal- 
moral through stock ownership.’ 

“Reineman, Nathenson, and the Bal- 
moral board of directors have controlled 
Balmoral since its inception. Not a single 
director on the Balmoral board has been 
nominated by Arlington or Washington. 

“In fact, at each Balmoral stockholders’ 
meeting at which board members were 
elected, Arlington and Washington, as 
long as they have held stock, have given 
their proxies to the Reineman-Balmoral 
management to vote as it wished... . 

“In his September 13 statement, Serdar 
stated that ‘one corporation . . . also own- 
ing stock in a competitive corporation, 
also licensed to race in the same area 
. . . was detrimental to the best interests 
of Thoroughbred horse racing.’ 

“There is no such competition. Each 
Thoroughbred track in the Chicago area 
runs its meetings free from competition 
by any other Thoroughbred tracks within 
a radius of 100 miles under the provisions 
of the Illinois Horse Recing Act. 

“But—there is tremendous competition 
to the Chicago area from the outside, 
from major racing areas in other states, 
for leading stables, horses, and jockeys. 

“The record is completely clear on the 
part Arlington-Washington have played in 
developing and maintaining high-grade 
racing in Illinois . . . As recently as last 
November. when date applications were 
heard for 1957, the racing board urged 
Arlington-Washington to,continue support- 
ing Balmoral as part of the 97-day co- 
ordinated program to combat this great 
competition from other states. 

“Co-ordination of racing programs is 
not unique, nor is it something new. It 
has been accomplished in New York, 
Maryland, Illinois, and other states.” 

Serdar last week said the racing board 
would conduct additional investigations 
and would hold a hearing later this fall.

Plans for Dedicate 


A. B. Hancock Jr. this week announced 
that Mrs. Jan Burke’s Dedicate would be 
retired to Claiborne Farm some time this 
fall and to enter the stud in 1958. The 
fee has not been decided. 


The 5-year-old son of *Princequillo is 
out of the good sprinter Dini, winner of 27 
races and $32,025 in 6 seasons from 1938 
to 1943. He has ranked among the divi- 
sion leaders in each of the last 3 seasons 
despite the frequent difficulties occa- 
sioned by a growth on the frog of his 
right fore foot. 

At 3 Dedicate won the Delaware Val- 
ley and Jersey Stakes and finished third 
in the Woodward Stakes. He received 116 
pounds in the Blood-Horse Handicap, 14 
pounds below top-weighted Nashua. Last 
year at 4 he won the Brooklyn Handicap, 
Whitney Stakes, and the Hawthorne Gold 
Cup and finished second in the Suburban 
and Saratoga Handicaps. He was given 
124 pounds in the Blood-Horse Handi- 
cap, below Swaps (134), Nashua (132), 
Bardstown (127), Sailor (126), and Sum- 
mer Tan (125). 

This season Dedicate has been the most 
prominent handicap horse in the East, al- 
ways carrying top weight, but his earn- 
ings have been limited by a series of bad 
breaks. His only victories have been in 
the John B. Campbell Memorial and Mon- 
mouth Handicaps. He finished first, by 


31% lengths, in the Atlantic City Handicap, 
but was disqualified. He has been second 
in 4 handicaps—the Bowie (beaten a 
nose), the Carter (beaten a head), the 
Metropolitan (beaten three-quarters of a 
length), and the Nassau County (beaten 
a neck in record time)—and third in the 
Suburban (beaten a neck). 


Through September 18, Dedicate had 
won 10 or 41 starts in 4 seasons and earn- 
ed $458,975. He was to start in the Wood- 
ward Stakes on September 28. His per- 
formance in that race was to determine 
his plans for the remainder of the year. 


Skipper Bill 


Olin Gentry, manager of John W. Gal- 
breath’s Theroughbred breeding opera- 
tions, announced this week that Mrs. Ed- 
ward S. Moore’s Skipper Bill would stand 
next year at Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm 
at Lexington. Winner of $252.150 to date. 
Skipper Bill will be sent to the farm some 
time this fall. 


A sound horse throughout his career, 
Skipper Bill reached his peak as a 6-year- 
old in 1956 when he won $103,025 and 
was barely beaten in several rich races. 
His victories have included the Ocean 
City. Princeton, Pageant, Brandywine, 
and Long Branch Handicaps, Salvator 
Mile, River Downs Championship, Ohio 
Championship. and others.

The Jockey Club, which last year had 


a crew of 4 men working in the central 
Kentucky area to assist in registration and 
to study methods of permanent identifi- 
cation, has settled tentatively for a less 
extensive and more permanent service. It 
will have only one field agent this year, 
but expects to station him permanently 
at Lexington. 


Lou Brownell, 24, is expected to move 
to Lexington about October 1, with his 
wife. He will assist breeders in register- 
ing their foals whenever his services are 
requested, and will continue The Jockey 
Club’s study of the feasibility of using 
photographs of chestnuts, or night-eyes, 
as a permanent means of identification. 

Brownell, who werked in 1955 and 1956 
at Stoner Creek Stud, has been training 
in The Jockey Club’s school of officials 
for his new work. According to Marshall 
Cassidy, executive secretary of the Jockey 
Club, he will be the only field agent em- 
ployed for registration services until a 
more complete system has been planned.

It was coincidental that *Rise ’N Shine, the high- 
est-priced colt ever sold in North America as a 
yearling, and Idun, the highest-priced filly, won 
on the same program at Belmont Park. The Hy- 
perion colt, making his third start, got h's first 
victory in the second race. The *Royal Charger 
filly’s fifth win in 5 starts came in the Matron 
Stakes, “the filly Futurity,” and left her total 
earnings only $8,270 short of the record price of 
$63,000 which trainer Sherrill Ward bid for her 
at the 1956 Keeneland summer sales. 


The late Charles Ulrick Bay, a banker, broker. 
and industrialist, bought his first Thoroughbreds, 
through trainer Ward, in 1954, after his return 
from a 7-year term as ambassador to Norway. The 
horses in the stable always have been given 
names reflecting the mythology, tradition and his- 
tory of Norway and the other Scandinavian coun- 
tries. Idun (pronounced E-doon) was named for 
the goddess of spring, whose store of golden apple 
provided the numerous denizens of Asgard with 
everlasting youth. (Her descent into Lower Slob- 
bovia was symbolic of winter.) 


Idun was second choice in the Matron field. 
The favorite was a $5,500 bargain from Saratoga, 
Poly Hi, which had run a dozen times and won 
half a dozen stakes despite a puffy right knee 
and a “slight arthritic condition.” Poly Hi went 


off in front, with Idun and Armerial in nearest 
attendance, clear of the others. Near the half-way 
mark Idun joined the leader, and in the last 
three-sixteenths she established a 3-length margin. 
Poly Hi’s stride had shortened suddenly, and after

the race she was favoring the bad knee. Trainer 
George Odom said that she would not race again 
this year. 

The winner, which was making her first start 
in a stakes race, was foaled April 14, 1955, at 
Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. She was the first foal 
of a mare purchased by Leslie Combs II and John 
W. Hanes from Calumet Farm after a brief racing 
career. (Pucker Up, which won the Beldame, 
was the first foal of an unraced mare sold by Cal- 
umet Farm.) Idun was sold for $63,000, an Amer- 
ican record for a yearling filly, on the last day 
of the Keeneland summer sales of 1956, Mrs. Bay 
outbidding G. R. Raible, of Cleveland. Her year- 
ling half-sister by *Alibhai, is catalogued to be sold 
the night of October 14 at Keeneland. Tige O’My- 
heart’s 1957 foal is a *Royal Charger colt, and the 
mare is now in foal to *Princequillo. 


Idun is one of the first American-bred foals by 
*Royal Charger, which moved to Spendthrift Farm 
from the Irish National Stud in 1953. *Royal Char- 
ger has another stakes winner from the same crop 
—Royal Clipper.

Mrs. Charles Ulrick Bay’s Idun, by *Royal Charger, scored a 3-length victory over the favored Poly Hi in the Matron 
Stakes at Belmont Park on September 21. Armorial (1) finished 2 lengths ahead of Big Effort. Second choice, the winner 
paid $7.50. Idun was bred by Leslie Combs II and John W. Hanes. They sold her as a yearling for $63,000, highest price 
for a filly at auction in the U. S. She is the second stakes winner from *Royal Charger’s first American crop of foals. 
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Ralph Lowe’s *Gallant Man (1) closed fast to beat Dedicate by a neck in the Nassau County Handicap at Belmont Park 
on September 18. Reneged (2) finished third, one length behind Dedicate and a neck in front of Tick Tock (6). 


Pucker Up, which has appeared to be headed 
for division honors since her win over males in 
the Washington Park Handicap, strengthened her 
claim with a victory in the Beldame Handicap, one 
of New York’s 2 big fall races for fillies and mares. 
(The other is the 1%4-mile Ladies Handicap.) 
Carrying top weight of 125 pounds, Pucker Up 
waited in second position, 1% to 3 lengths behind 
Plotter, until the last furlong, then wore down the 
pace-setter to score by a neck. Gay Life, which 
finished fastest of all, was third, a neck behind 
Plotter.

The Nassau County Handicap was among the 
decisive races cf the year. Three of the best older 
horses in training turned in exceptional perform- 
ances, and the 3-year-old *Gallant Man, carry!ng 
scale weight, equal to Dedicate’s impost, went past 
them in the last furlong and won wth relative 
ease, though h’s margin was only a neck. 

The Belmont Park track had been called good 
for the first 6 races of the day; the first 4 horses 
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in the Nassau County obliged the chartmaker to 
reccgnize the track as fast, since they all improved 
on the track record. Reneged, with Robert Ussery 
up, ran the first mile in fractions of :23%, :46%, 
1:10, and 1:34%, beating the official mile track 
record by two-fifths of a second. Dedicate and 
Tick Tock, which had followed closest to this 
searing pace, moved to the leader at the three- 
eighths-pole, where *Gallant Man was about 2 
lengths behind them. Shoemaker took *Gallant 
Man to the outside and joined the battle. Tick Tock 
yielded in the upper stretch, Reneged after passing 
the eighth-pole, and Dedicate in the last sixteenth. 

The others were tiring from the hard drive. The 
winner, according to Shoemaker, “‘started to loaf 
a little when he did get the lead,’ as he had done 
in the Travers Stakes. *Gallant Man’s time, 1:47%, 
was three-fifths of a second faster than the previous 
track record, set by the 3-year-old Counterpoint 
under 114 pounds in 1951. Last January *Gallant 
Man had equaled Tropical Park’s record of 1:09% 
for 6 furlongs, and in the Belmont Stakes in June 
he had set a new American record of 2:26% for 
1% miles, lowering the Belmont Park record by a 
full second. 

In further testimony to the excellence of *Gal- 
lant Man’s performance in his fifth successive vic- 
tory, Eddie Arcaro remarked that it was Dedicate’s 
best race. 

*Gallant Man, now the leading candidate for 
honors in the 3-year-old division, will appear next 
in the $100,000-added Woodward Stakes on Sep- 
tember 28. His owner has accepted the invitation 
for him to run in the Washington, D. C., Inter- 
natenal at Laurel on November 11. Pedigree and 
family notes were in The Blood-Horse of January 
30, page 251, and a performance-pedigree in the 
issue of June 22, page 1334.

Early this year Argentinian Juan J. d’Agostino 
bought *Clermont, a son of the Argentine Derby 
winner Churrinche, to the U. S. for sale.

Eight days later he came beck to 
win a 7-furlong race from Dark Toga, Tussle Patch, 
and Nonnie Jo. 

After *Clermont’s win, d’Agostino found a more 
receptive market, and on August 7 he scld the 
horse to Paul B. Butler, of Hinsdale, Ill. Butler, 
54, who heads the Butler Paper Company and the 
Butler Aviation Corporations, has owned polo 
ponies for many years, but *Clermont was his first 
trace horse. He was advised on his purchase by 
trainer Del Carroll, also an avid polo fan. 

At Washington Park *Clermont won one of 3 
races, and was tenth to Hoop Band in the Arch 
Ward Memorial. He then was shipped to Randall 
Park for the Buckeye Handicap, Ohio’s richest 
race. Close to the pace throughout, *Clermont wore 
down Nonnie Jo in the last furlong to win by a 
half-length. He was an extreme outsider and paid 
$74.60. 

Two weeks later at Hawthorne *Clermont wos 
more highly regarded. Coupled in the betting with 
Better Bee, he was a 24-10 favorite, and he carried 
top weight of 117 pounds in the Illinois Owners 
Handicap. This time he was farther back—tenth 
for a half-mile—but once he got started he had no 
trouble. He caught Alibhai Lashes at the eighth- 
pole, and drew out to score by 5 lengths. 

Foaled November 1, 1952, at the famed Haras 
Ojo de Agua in Argentina, *Clermont was sold 
early in his 2-year-old year for 90,000 pesos (about 
$6,300). He was a good second-flight performer in 
Argentina. Twice he tackled the champion Tatan, 
and both times he was unplaced. His last 2 races

The Pimlico Special was Summer Tan's last start at 4, a season which saw 
him become a top handicap horse under remarkable circumstances. As a 
result of a lay-off of 13 months, Summer Tan did not begin his 4-year-old 
campaign until June 11, raced just a little more than five months during 
the year, but in this time won $223,800 and was barely beaten in three 
$100,000 races. 


Although he had been away from the races 13 months, Sum- 
mer Tan still was held in the highest regard by the handicap- 
pers who assigned him top weight immediately. Although 
he had not won a race since his return to training, he drew 
four pounds more than Mister Gus in the $100,000 added 
Arlington Handicap. Mister Gus had won $305,910, including

miles in 1:54 1/5) to gain the decision over Summer Tan 
which had led until near the finish line.

OBITUARY 


George P. Greenhalgh 


George P. Greenhalgh, who retired in 
1935 from a very active life in war and 
business and settled at Springsbury in 
Clarke County, Virginia, for a very ac- 
tive retirement, died recently at the Win- 
chester Memorial Hospital after a short 
illness. He had enjoyed 79 years of life. 

Born in St. Louis March 19, 1878, Mr. 
Greenhalgh was a graduate of Yale Uni- 
versity and the Harvard Law School. He 
served as a field artillery officer in World 
War I and retired as a lieutenant-colonel. 
He returned to the practice of law in 
Toledo, Ohio, and in 1923 became presi- 
dent of the Kent-Owens Bottling Machine 
Company, a position he held, along with 
other business interests, until he and Mrs. 
Greenhalgh bought the Springsbury estate 
and made it one of Virginia’s show places. 
He was still riding with the Blue Ridge 
Hunt at the age of 70—wearing false 
whiskers in mock celebration of the occa- 
sion. He often wore sport clothes suited 
to his lively disposition, and on several 
occasions he was listed among the 10 best- 
dressed men in the country. 

Mrs. Greenhalgh (Marie Waldbridge). 
who was principally responsible for the 
Thoroughbreds at Springsbury and for 
the yearlings sent to the Saratoga auctions, 
survives him, along with their sons, George 
P. Greenhalgh Jr., of Boyce, Va., and 
William Waldridge Greenhalgh. of Poto- 
mac, Md., and a sister. Mrs. Robie L. 
Cone, of Rossford, Ohio. 


Clendenin J. Ryan 


Clendenin James Ryan, 52-year-old busi- 
nessman and political reformer, shot him- 
self to death September 12 in the house 
on East 70th Street in New York City 
where his father. Clendenin J. Ryan Sr., 
had taken his life on August 21. 1939. 
He had been under psychiatric treatment 
for manic-depressive “mood swings,” but 
physicians had reported his periods of 
depression as mild or moderate. 

Mr. Ryan, born July 16, 1905, in Suf- 
fern, N. Y., was heir to a part of the huge 
fortune amassed by his grandfather, 
Thomas Fortune Ryan. He had numer- 
ous business interests. but during the last 
25 years he had been more active in 
politics. He received a Navy citation for 
“devotion to duty and administrative abil- 
itv” for his front-line service in Guadal- 
canal and the Solomon Islands during 
World War II. 

Like his father, who raced a number 
of good horses under the name of Oak 
Ridge Stable, Mr. Ryan was an owner 
and breeder of Thoroughbreds. The 10 
mares in his Panther Ledge Stud — named 
for his 4,400-acre Panther Ledge Farms 


in New Jersey — were dispersed by pub- 
lic auction at Keeneland in November, 
1951. 


J. H. Monaghan 


J. Henry Monaghan, one of Colorado’s 
leading Thoroughbred owners and breed- 
ers, died in Denver September 20. In ad- 
dition to his Thoroughbred interests, he 
was a prominent building contractor in 
Denver. 

Mr. Monaghan and his wife and daugh- 
ter owned show horses for many years. 
They turned to Thoroughbreds in 1949, 
when plans for Centennial race track, near 
Denver, were announced. Mr. Monaghan 
was one of the most active supporters of 
Centennial, serving as one of the original 
directors and racing a stable at the track 
each year since its opening. He also was 
the first chairman of the Colorado State 
Racing Commission. 

After a few years of racing selling 
platers, Mr. Monaghan bought several 
good horses, including Scent, Pelouse, 
Count Me Out, Renown, Flywheel, Island 
Queen, and Moolah Bux. The last 2 
named were bought in partnership with 
Hurst Philpot. The partnership was dis- 
solved early this month, with Mr. Mona- 
ghan buying Moolah Bux for $50,000. 

At Brighton, Colo., Mr. Monaghan de- 
veloped one of Colorado’s largest breed- 
ing farms. He had 16 mares at the time 
of his death. Survivors include his wife, 
Mrs. Neta M. Monaghan, who was a part- 
ner in ownership of the racing stable and 
breeding stock. 


Thomas Dewitt Nolan 


Thomas Dewitt Nolan, 59, building con- 
tractor and owner of a small racing stab- 
ble, died of a heart attack on September 
23 in Miami, Fla. ‘A native of Plattsburg, 
N. Y., Mr. Nolan maintained homes in 
Louisville and Miami. He built many 
large tunnels and sewers for the Metro- 
politan Sewer District in Louisville and 
constructed the North Miami sewer sys- 
tem. 

He bought his first Thoroughbred at 
the 1954 Keeneland summer sales and has 
raced a small stable since 1955. His best 
horse was the filly Dale’s Delight (Brook- 
field—Themesong, by High Time), which 
he owned in partnership with M. A. Moss. 
This year Dale’s Delight has finished sec- 
ond in the Honeymoon Handicap and 
third in the Coronet Stakes and Kentucky 
Oaks. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Gladys 
Nolan; 3 sons, Robert and Bradford 
Nolan, both of Detroit, and Michael 
Nolan, Louisville; and a daughter, Mrs.

The Prince and the Taylor 


Los AncetEs. In reviewing his 43 years 
as a trainer, J. T. (Tommy) Taylor said 
recently that probably his best job was 
with Head Play at 4 and 5. He still isn’t 
sure but that Victorian was the best horse 
he ever trained, and he’s positive Prince 
Khaled is the fastest. 


“Prince Khaled isn’t a picture horse,” 
Tommy said. “He doesn’t look like Man 
o’ War, but he’s the only horse I ever had 
anything to do with that could run like 
him. In his first race he got off 5 lengths 
last. Then Johnny Longden saw an open- 
ing and hit the Prince—the first time he 
ever felt the whip. He was 3 in front 
after the first quarter. I never saw that 
happen before.” 


The big bay son of *Khaled—Grey Miss, 
by Greylord, started only 8 times, and 
won’t race in 1957, for Tommy has learned 
the necessity of treating optimistic en- 
thusiasm with generous doses of patience. 
The Prince was punch-fired for osselets 
and pin-fired for a splint on May 13. He 
was kept at Hollywood Park until he 
“scabbed off and cleaned up,” then sent 
to Mrs. John McMahan’s farm at Cama- 
rillo, where Rex Ellsworth’s brother Evan 
is the manager. 


“He hasn’t raced more because that 
splint was bothering him all the time,” 
Tommy said. “I don’t like to run an un- 
sound horse against good ones—it’s too 
much like sending a one-armed prize 
fighter against a man with 2 good hands. 


But when the Prince is all right, there’s 
no telling how good he is.” 

Taylor expected to take the colt back 
in September to start training for the Ma- 
turity. “He should be a_ perfect horse 
again by then.” 


All Kinds of Trouble 


Prince Khaled shin-bucked in the West- 
chester Stakes at Hollywood Park last 
year, and was third. He finished first in 
the Del Mar Futurity, but was disquali- 
fied, then was forced out of the Santa 
Anita Derby when a stable pony inflicted 
a cut on the left fore foot. Tommy and 
Prince Khaled’s owner, Gen. W. W. Kratz. 
leveled their sights on Hollywood Park’s 
1957 program, but the devil swung his 
jinx again and osselets were added to the 
colt’s list of ailments. 


Tommy accepts the physical ailments 
with amazing equanimity, but not the 
Futurity disqualification. “I wish that 
race hadn’t been mentioned, it still makes 
me so blamed mad.” he said at Santa 
Anita last December, and 10 minutes later 
was still explaining why. 

At that time Tommy was still on the 
fence about Prince Khaled’s staying abil- 
ity, but was inclined to discount his 2 
losing races at Garden State Park. “He 
didn’t like anything about the New Jersey 
track. He hates rain, and there was lots 
of it back there, along with wind. The 
Prince was looking around when Barbi- 
zon caught him in that mile race, and he 
dug in again after he was headed. His

race in the Garden State Stakes was just 
too bad to be natural. I don’t know. He’s 
built like a sprinter, with a big rump and 
big muscles all over, but we’re hoping 
he’ll carry his speed farther over the fast 
California tracks. He should win these 
2 Cal-bred stakes at Santa Anita like 
breaking sticks.” 

He did, too, taking one at 7 furlongs by 
8 lengths and the other at 1); miles by 
914. Those 2 races showed enough for 
Tommy to revise his opinion, and at 
Hollywood Park he said: 

“He'll go as far as 3-year-olds are asked 
to. He’ll get a mile and a quarter, and 
there were horses in the Kentucky Derby 
which would be no match for him when 
he’s right.” 

The day before Prince Khaled was 
fired, Tommy pointed out the trouble spots 
with a cane he has used since suffering 
a broken leg in Lexington last year. “The 
osselets are little, but they’d get worse 
if we went on with him. There’s the splint, 
a long thin one that goes up alongside the 
knee. He popped it and another one on 
the right leg last year. Firing killed the 
right one, but not the one here on the 
left leg. I think this splint made him hesi- 
tate in starting sometimes, but after a few 
strides he’d forget about it. Then, when 
it hurt during the running, it’d cause him 
to maneuver.” 


The Early Years 
Tommy’s lessons in patience began 


shortly after his father traded a saddle 
horse and $25 to boot one Lexington

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courthouse day for a Thoroughbred mare 
of James R. Keene’s breeding and her 
suckling filly named Maggie Felix. As a 
yearling, the filly threw Tommy, just 
turned 10, “as often as not.” This was in 
1898. The filly got sick at 2, was nursed 
back to health with the aid of nature’s 
fine remedy known as time, and finally 
got back to the track as a 4-year-old to 
win 3 straight at Newport, Ky., setting a 
7-furlong track record in the process. It 
was a lesson in patience that stuck with 
Tommy. 


As a jockey, Tommy broke his maiden 
on a 4-year-old named Lady Charlot at 
Fort Erie, Can., in 1904, when he was 
15. He went on to lead apprentice riders 
there and also at his next meeting, at De- 
troit’s Highland Park. 


“T wasn’t as big as a minute—maybe 
weighed 69 pounds—but I could ride like 
hell,” Tommy said. 


He continued to do “pretty well” as a 
rider until 1909, when, with racing’s fu- 
ture looking bleak, he returned to the 
farm. “In 1914 I took some horses Jack 
Keene and I had together to Juarez and 
did all right,” he said. “My brother Wal- 
ter led the riders, too.” 

Tommy trained a public stable until in 
1929 when he took over the Warm Stable 
in which Silas B. Mason and Arnold Han- 
ger were among the partners. Even in 
dreary depression days, Tommy received 
$800 a month and 10 per cent of purse 
winnings. 


Victorian’s Snow Therapy 


Of Victorian, which he got in Kentucky 
as a 4-year-old late in 1929, he said: “He 
was a little horse with a beautiful head 
and good shoulders—Domino and Ben 
Brush all the way through. Jimmy Rowe 
said he was the best and fastest horse 
he’d ever trained, up to a mile. But he was 
slew-footed, toeing out so badly that his 
sesamoids interfered.” 

The brother to Whiskery had been pur- 
chased the previous spring by the Warm 
Stable, and began ailing almost at once, 
so that he was considered a bad bargin, 
according to John Hervey in Racing in 
America. 

“T had his plates pulled and turned him 
out in the snow mornings and afternoons, 
when the ground wasn’t frozen,” Tommy 
said. “In a month his feet were perfect, 
and we began training for the $100,000 
Agua Caliente Handicap. At the time we 
left Kentucky, though, knowledgeable 
horsemen thought his chances were no 
better than 1,000 to 1.” 


Victorian raced 4 straight Sundays at 
Caliente, at 6, 844, 9, and 10 furlongs, 
winning the last 2. In the big one, he 
was knocked to his knees at the start, 
picked up his top weight of 126 pounds, 
and won by 31% lengths in 2:0314. “With-

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out the trouble, I figure he’d have run 
close to 2:01,” Tommy said. “The win 
was worth $98,400 and Jockey George 
Ellis and I each got $5,000 from the 
track, too.” 


Tommy also got Head Play as a 4-year- 
old, after the son of My Play had been 
turned out a year with a tendon bow. At 
the first Santa Anita meetings, 1934-35, 
Head Play took the San Antonio Handicap 
and the San Juan Capistrano, and he also 
won the Bay Meadows Handicap. Of these 
and later exploits, Hervey wrote in Racing 
in America: 

“He was now again in the headlines and 
everywhere talked about, his resuscitation 
being reckoned a marvel. Back from the 
Coast he appeared in the Dixie Handicap 
at Pimlico, where he ran second to the 
fast Only One, giving him 12 pounds, and 
then immortalized himself by winning an 
ultra-sensational Suburban. 


“Cavalcade, the favorite, stumbled at 
the start and threw his rider. The race 
resolved itself into a contest between 
Head Play, 114 pounds, Discovery, 123, 
and Only One, 110 pounds, and they fin- 
ished in that order, after King Saxon had 
led for the first mile which he ran in 
1:3645; Head Play doing the full dis- 
tance in 2:02 which equaled the time of 
Equipoise the year before.” 


Tommy also trained Charlie O. and 
Can’t Wait when each ran third in the 
Kentucky Derby, and has owned and bred 
some good horses of his own, such as On 
the Move, Threesome, and the recently 
pensioned Patch. He bred and sold Grey 
Flight when she was still at the side of 
her dam, Planetoid. 
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In addition to Prince Khaled, Tommy Taylor has his 2-year-old half-brother 
Daring Man, which is by *Mehmandar—Grey Miss. The groom is Jake Sterger. 


Too Much Early Speed 


Tommy thinks the starting gate and 
training for early speed are the biggest 
changes he’s encountered. “If we'd give 
young horses more time, they'd be _bet- 
ter at 3 and 4, but nowadays owners want 
to run in the first race on the first day of 
every meeting. You can’t blame them, 
though, the way costs and purses have in- 
creased. The gate, especially the bell, ex- 
cites 2-year-olds, so that I don’t like to 
break them >ut of it oftener than once a 
week at the beginning. 


“The Prince, now, he loves the gate. 
Where other horses will wheel in trying 
to get away from it, he'll gallop up, anxi- 
ous to get in, and then never move until 
the start. With the Prince, you have to 
keep thinking ahead of him in everything 
or he'll outsmart you.” 

“He’s a nice handling horse, if you 
don’t try to force him to do things,” said 
groom Bill Mossman, who has rubbed 
Prince Khaled ever since Tommy got him 
in February, 1956. “And he’s the only 
horse I’ve never had any doubts about on 
the way to the receiving barn, for I know 
he’ll run every time. After his last race at 
Santa Anita I asked Eddie Arcaro what 
he thought of him and Eddie said the 
Prince was one of the very best horses he’d 
ever ridden.” 

“He’s so good,” Tommy said, “that I 
always tell the jockey to go to the front 
when ready, if he breaks good. If he 
breaks on top, so much the better. I like 
my horses in front, for then they’re out 
of trouble, and if I send one out for a 
mile race I make certain it’s ready to run 
a mile.” 


The Prince stands 16:3 and is a big 
doer, but will slight his hay if given the 
12 quarts of grain he can handle daily 
when in training. He has a 2-year-old 
half-brother named Daring Man, by *Meh- 
mandar, a son of Nearco. 

“Daring Man’s got a short back like 
Prince Khaled and girths as much, but 
he’s bigger in the shoulders and is a 
different type.’ Tommy said. “He re- 
minds me of Gallant Sir, and he'll do 
all right when the racing stretches out.” 

Tommy also trains for Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Ross Clark II and was at Lexington to 
buy yearlings for them at the Keeneland 
sales when the accident laid him low in 
July, 1956. So the Clarks bought later at 
Del Mar, paying $19,500 for Bright Star, 
a filly by Citation—Wedding Plans, by 
*Beau Pere, and $13,200 for Radium 
Rays, a colt by *Radiotherapy—Acoma, by 
Johnstown, both regarded as likely pros- 
pects. 

Taylor, 68 years old on September 24, 
is in vigorous health, but at Hollywood 
Park he had studied the head nodding 
over the stall’s webbing and said, slowly: 
“When Prince Khaled is through racing, 
then I am through training. I'll stay in the 
breeding end.”

Ballymoss' St. Leger 


Paris. The St. Leger, which had prom- 
ised to bring out the most brilliant classic 
field of the year in England, lost some 
of its importance through the defection of 
3 of the leading colts in Europe. Crepello 
was retired to the stud without getting 
a chance to complete the triple crown. The 
unbeaten Braque remained at home for 
the Italian St. Leger—and for the Prix 
de l’Are de Triomphe. The French Derby 
winner Amber also abstained, and was 
scratched from the French St. Leger as 
well. 

On classic form, the Epsom Derby sec- 
ond and Irish Derby winner Ballymoss. 
owned by Philadelphian John McShain 
and trained by Vincent O’Brien, was best 
of the 16 which went to the post for the 
St. Leger at Doncaster on September 11, 
but in the Great Voltigeur Stakes at York 
he had been beaten 4 lengths by Brioche 
(Tantieme—Eudemis, by Victrix), whose 
best previous race had been a second to 
Arctic Explorer in the King Edward VII 
Stakes at Ascot. Brioche started favorite 
at 6 to 1, the stayer Tenterhooks was 7 
to 1, and Ballymoss and the Vatellor colt 
Palor were joint third favorites at 8 to 1. 

The 3 French colts, Argel, Penmarch. 
and Malacca III, had shown no indications 
of classic ability, and they were among 
the outsiders at 50 to 1. 

Arctic Explorer and Tenterhooks led the 
way into the straight, but neither of them 
had any part in the finish. T. P. Burns 
sent Ballymoss to the front about a 
quarter-mile out, and the colt went on 
with the utmost courage, winning by a 
length from Court Harwell (Prince Che- 
valier—Neutron, by Hyperion), with Bri- 
oche three-quarters of a length farther 
back. As in the Derby, Mrs. Elizabeth N. 
Graham’s Tempest (Court Martial— 
Squall, by Umidwar) was fourth, beaten 
a little more than 3 lengths by the winner.

The result substantially verified Bally- 
moss as the best of the 3-year-olds still in 
training in Great Britain and Ireland, and 
it underscored the soundness of earlier 
form: the Derby second was the winner, 
and the Derby fourth again was fourth. 


Almeria’s Park Hill Stakes 
The Park Hill Stakes, run September 


13 over the St. Leger course of about 1°4 
miles and 132 yards, established with 
equal authority the supremacy of the 
Queen’s Almeria (Alycidon—Avila, hy 
Hyperion) among the 3-year-old fillies. 
As a result of her successive victories in 
the Ribblesdale Stakes. Bentinck Stakes, 
and Yorkshire Oaks, Almeria went off at 
odds of 2 to 7. She took the lead a half- 
mile out and won easily. by 2 lengths. 
from Crotchet (Chanteur—Nelia, by 
Nearco). Third. 8 lengths away, was Silk- 
en Glider (Airborne—Silken Slipper, by 
Bois Roussel), second to the Queen’s Car- 
rozza in the Oaks at Epsom and winner 
of the Irish Oaks. 

The 214-mile Doncaster Cup was a near- 
ly even contest between Hornbeam (Hy- 
perion—Thicket, by *Nasrullah) and 
French Beige (Bois Roussel—Nivea, by 
Nearco). French Beige led until 300 yards 
from the post, was headed by Hornbeam, 
and fought hack stoutly to gain a short- 
head decision. The other 2 runners were 
15 lengths back. 

Over the shorter distances, the 3-year- 
old Irish filly Refined (Abadan—Dolly’s 
Brae, by Dubonnet), under 122 pounds, 
won the Portland Handicap, 5 furlongs 
and 152 yards, and another 3-year-old 
filly, Picture Light (Court Martial— 
Queen of Light, by Borealis), took the 
one-mile Scarbrough Stakes, with Sar- 
celle and Chevastrid among the unplaced. 

Two-year-old form was upset by the 
result of the 6-furlong Champagne Stakes, 
Promulgation (Court Martial—Picture 
Play, by Donatello II) was odds-on favor- 
ite because of his easy victories in the 
National Breeders Produce Stakes and 
Richmond Stakes, but he finished only 
third, 4 lengths behind Kelly (Panorama 
—Cottesmore, by Blue Peter), which de- 
feated Pall Mall (Palestine—Malapert, by 
Portlaw) by a short head. Kelly had won 
the Salisbury Richmond Stakes in July, 
but in his last outing had been third to 
Promulgation and Pinched in the Rich- 
mond Stakes. 


The French St. Leger 


At Longchamp the Prix Royal Oak, run 
September 15 over a distance of 3,000 
meters, brought out the Grand Prix de 
Paris winner Altipan (Pan—Guardienne, 
by Hern the Hunter) and the Grand Prix 
third Magic North (*Norseman—Magie 
Noire, by Fastnet), their 2 stablemates and 
8 adversaries making up a field of 12. 
Altipan was a strong favorite, at 5 to 4, 
and Magic North second choice. 

The race was run at a strong pace, de- 
spite the yielding course. The favorites’ 
stablemates made the running until the 
last bend. In the straight Mme. Cino del 
Duca’s Scot moved to the front, stood off

Redcraze, Syntax, Todman 


SypNneEY. The great New Zealand stayer 
Redcraze (Red Mars—Myarion), at 7 
years of age, is getting a bit long in the 
tooth, and is not the star he was last 
spring, but his owner and trainer have 
one big amition—that Redcraze will top 
the £66,765 stake-winning record held by 
the former Enzed champion Rising Fast. 
The stage was set for the achievement at 
Randwick on September 14 when the 


weight-for-age Chelmsford Stakes, 9 fur- 
longs, worth £1,591 to the winner, looked 
almost a gift for Redcraze—and he was 
only £1,183 behind Rising Fast when the 
field was tucked away in the starting 
stalls. He was well defeated by Derby 
colt Prince Darius (Persian Book—Lyr- 
ical Lass), and the £400 he got for run- 
ning second leaves him still with the task 
of overhauling his countryman. 

In the £3,000 weight-for-age Memsie 
Stakes, run at Caulfield, the New Zea- 
lander Syntax withstood a strong chal- 
lenge from lion-hearted little Sailor’s 
Guide. He won by an eyebrow. Sailor’s 
Guide, which has returned full of vim for 
the spring campaigns, has run second 
many times in recent seasons to New 
Zealand champions, including Rising Fast 
and Redcraze. His connections are confi- 
dent that “the Sailor” will turn the tables 
on Syntax at their next meeting at weight 
for age, and also in the Caulfield Cup, 
114 miles, to be run on October 19. 

Syntax is certainly a mighty horse, and 
is bred to stay longer than a mother-in- 
law, being by Count Rendered out of 
Night Girl, ‘whose sire, Night Raid, was 
*Phar Lap’s daddy. 

Freak colt Todman (Star Kingdom— 
Oceana), owned by Anglo-Australian 
Stanley Wootton, may miss the AJC Derby 
at Randwick on October 5. If he fails to 
run, it will be a big disappointment for 


this glamour colt has filled more columns 
in Australian newspapers than any other 
star of recent years. The meeting of Tod- 
man and Tulloch in the Derby has been 
hailed as the event of the year. Todman is 
so brilliant that many experts doubted 
that he would stay, but in the 914-furlong 
Canterbury Guineas, run recently, he fin- 
ished like *Phar Lap to win by 8 lengths 
in time which was close to the record. 
Todman’s trainer gives the colt only a 
50-50 chance of lining up for the Derby. 
He says Todman has windballs on one 
of his hind fetlock joints, one on the in- 
side, and one on the outside.
